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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

The  health  services  existing  prior  toi  the  coming  into  force  of  the 
National  Hejalth  Service  Act,  1946,  on  6th  July„  1948,  are  in  the 
main  unchanged,  apart  from  alterations  in  the  authorities  administer¬ 
ing  them. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities.

It  is  felt  that  parents  do  not  take  sufficient  precautions  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  more  common  infectious  diseases.  It  appears  to 
be  considered  tliat  children  must  “inevitably’’  contract  these  diseases 
at  some  time  in  their  life  and  that  they  will  “get  over  them”  witHi 
no  lasting  harm.  This  argument  is  a  false  and  lazy  one.  No 
disease  can  leave  the  body  exactly  as  it  finds  it,  although  the  damage 
done  may  be  very  small. 


Parents  should  see  to  it  that  their  oll'spring  sulfering  from  infectious 
diseases  are  kept  apart  from  their  healthy  playmates. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

The  National  Health  ,Ser^'ice  Act,  1916,  which  came  into  force  on 
5th  July,  1948,  transferred  the  responsibility  for  Diphtheria  Immunisa¬ 
tion  from  the  District  Authorities  to  the  Huntingdon  County  Council. 

From  figures  available  68.6o;o  of  the  child  population  (0-14  years) 
of  the  town  have  received  a  primary  course  of  immunisation  but  only 
44.90/0  of  the  babies  (0-4  years)  are  so  protected. 

This  is  not  good  enough. 
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Diplitlieria  is  essentially  a  school-spread  disease— infected  pupils 
passing  the  complaint  to  their  fellows  and  to  other  membeis  of  their 
families,  of  whom  the  Babies  are  in  greatest  danger. 

Few  deaths  occur  among  the  adequately  protected, 

MOTIIEES  MUST  PROTECT  TPIEIR  BABIES  from  this  deadly 
disease. 

If  three  quarters  of  all  babies  were  immunised,  diphtheria  would 
be  stamped  out  of  the  country. 

Facilities  for  Diphtheria  Immunisation  are  available  at  Infant 
\Velfare  Centres,  through  the  School  Health  Service,  and  from  Greneral 
Practitioners.

No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Public 
Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  in  connection

HOUSING. 

The  repair  of  existing  houses  has  been  carried  out  as  far  as 
available  materials,  labour  and  licensing  restrictions  would  allow.  It 
is  hoped  that  during  1919  more  time  can  be  devoted  to  inspecting 
prepertie.s  in  order  that  further  deterioration  of  dwellings  might  be 
avoided. 

40  Post  War  Houses  have  been  completed  and  occupied  and  a 
further  18  houses  were  in  various  stagies  of  construction  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  1949.— All  houses  are  of  the  permanent  traditional  type  of 
construction. 

The  construction  of  roadways  and  sewer  to  accommodate  further 
houses  are  proceeding  on  a  housing  site  which  will  eventrmlly  facilitate 
tlie  erection  of  about  278  separate  dwellings  including  old  peoples’ 
dwellings,  social  and  recreation  centre. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  report  was  sul)mitted  regarding  the 
insanitary  and  totally  unsatisfactory  condition  of  condemned  properties 
which  were  occupied  in  the  main  as  an  emergency  measure  during 
the  war  years.  The  Council  has  taken  energetic  steps  to  mitigate 
these  conditions  and  have  rehoused  several  of  the  families  in  requisi¬ 
tioned  property  and  council  houses.

WATER. 

No  changes  of  note  took  place  during  1948.  Water  is  supplied 
from  two  shallow  wells  augmented  as  and  when  required  by  an  emergency 
well.  Very  little  progress  has  been  made  on  the  proposed  new  scheme 
of  converting  the  emergency  well  into  a  permanent  source  of  supply.— 
Duo  to  the  abnormally  dry  year  this  project  is  becoming  rather  urgent. 

Two  Chemical  Analyses  and  Seven  Bacteriological  Examinations 
of  the  water  supply  were  made  and  in  all  cases  satisfactory  repoid^s’ 
were  received. 

In  view  of  the  hardness  of  the  water  the  Public  Analyst  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  water  l>e  softened.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Negotiation  between  the  Bedford  R.D.C.  and  the  St.  Neots  Urba,n 
District  Council  regarding  the  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme  made  very  slow 
progress  during  the  year,  due  mainly  to  the  difficulty  experienced  in 
locating  a  suitable  site  for  the  Disposal  Works.  Eventually  it  was 
agreed  between  the  two  Authorities  to  make  a  compulsory  purchase 
order  on  a  piece  of  land  situate  on  the  Huntingdon  Road— this  Com¬ 
pulsory  Purchase  Order  was  the  subject  of  a  Ministry  of  Health  Public 
Encpiiry  held  on  23rd  November,  1948.  Negotiations  are  still  proceeding. 

As  emphasised  at.  the  Ministry  of  Health  Enquiry,  due  to  labour 
difficulties,  the  work  of  emptying  the  night  soil  buckets  (pail  clasete) 
causes  a  great  deal  of  anxiety.  The  only  solution  to  this  problem  is 
the  construction  of  the  new  proposed  Sewerage  Scheme  and  the 
conversion  of  the  pail  closets  into  tV.C.’s.  The  sooner  this  work  is 
carried  out,  the  better  it  will  be  for  all  concerned. 

A  few  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  IV.C.’s  and  several  drainage 
improvements  to  e.xisting  properties  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
year.  All  new  Council  Houses  (19)  built  during  the  year  have  been 
connected  to  the  existing  sewerage  system. 

Gross  pollution  of  the  River  Ouse  and  Hen  Brook  still  takes  place 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  general  residents’  local  knowledge  of 
the  inefficiency  and  inadequacy  of  the  present  system  of  sewerage 
disposal  prevalent  throughout  the  district  rathers  deters  complaints 
being  made — in  other  words,  apathy  on  the  part  of  the  resident 
population,  and  the  too  obvious  nuisances  being  created  are  the  main 
reasons  why  complaints  are  not  lodged  more  frequently  to  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

On  no  occasion  throughout  the  year  did  the  River  Ouse  overflow 
its  banks  to  cause  flooding  in  the  area,  as  was  the  case'  in  tlife

Apart,  from  a  few  unavoidable  occasions  the  regTilar  weekly  collec¬ 
tion  of  household  and  trade  refuse  was  maintained.  The  average 
number  of  bins  emptied  and  contents  disposed  of  \yas  approximately 
1,500  weekly  and  the  total  annual  cost  was  alwut  £950. 

The  cost  of  salvage  and  col'e"t’on  was  £235  and  the  income  was 
£212.  It  is  estimated  that,  inclusive  of  kitchen  waste,  the  amount 
of  salvage  handled  was  approximately  95  Tons.

The  premises  have  been  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year 
and  the  accommodation  provided  appears  to  be  adequate  to  meet  the 
need  of  the  area. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  supervision  of  cafe  and  restaurant  kitchens  called  for  more 
attention  during  the  year  and  inspections  were  made  more  frequently. 
Several  improvements  to  the  cooking  arrangements  and  washing 
facilities  were  carried  out  and  a  general  all  round  improvement  of 
conditions  relating  to  the  preparatio'ns  of  food  was  effected. 

The  personnel  engaged  on  the  preparation  of  _  food  in  cafes  and 
restaurants  would  appear  to  require  more  supervision.
